Menlo Park householders are 


“ soon to receive 16-page summaries 


of the city’s proposed master plan, 
as adopted by the planning com- 
mission, explaining ‘what all the 
shouting has been about for the 
past few months. 

The brochure has been prepar- 
ed by Harold F. Wise, city plan- 
ning consultant, according to 
terms of his contract with the city. 

In substance, it consists of a 
brief statement of the master plan 
as it now stands, together with a 
“breakdown” of some of the fig- 
ures which led to its development. 

And the brochure concludes, on 
its back page, with a message for 
all residents: 

“The citizen’s job—read this 
report; inform yourself on civic 
problems; participate in local 
affairs.” 

Pointing out that planning is a 
“continuous process based on facts 
about Menlo Park,” the pamphlet 
lists as essential points: 

“Menlo Park’s master plan pro- 
poses: | 

1. To mantain high residential ; 
standards; 

2. To raise standards of non-res- 
idential areas; 

3. To integrate Menlo Park with ; 
better thoroughfares; 

4. Provide new playgrounds 
needed in Menlo Park; 

5. Improve the central business 
district; 

6. Reduce oversupply of some’ 
commercial land. 

“The master plan is a long- 

range, general guide to the fu- 
ture development of the city,” 
the brochure points out and it 
“) .. Will be carried out gradu- 
ally by a new zoning ordinance, 
a plan for improvement of the 
central business district, a re- 
creation bond issue and by co- 
ordinated street and highway 
improvements.” 

Beyond stating these purposes, 
the report continues with a short 
summary, for laymen, of some of 
the resuits of surveys conducted 
in conjunction with the develop- 
ment of the original master plan 
report. 

More specifically, also, it states 
where new streets are needed; the 
purpose of expanding the city’s 
“professional - ad minis trative” 
zone; why and, in general, where 
new neighborhood playgrounds 
are needed and other facts.

There's a Thrill 
‘In Raising 
‘Plants from Seed 


It is such general practice to buy 
annuals as seedlings that many a 
gardener has forgotten the thrill 
of bringing up a plant from seed. 
It is a simple process. It will re- 
ward you with choice plants; and 
you will have what you want when 
you want it. 

You don’t need any fancy equip- 
ment such as a coldframe. Tin cans 
and a definite interest are en- 
ough. I use broad, shallow clay 
nots for vlanting. 

MIX SOIL 

For soil use an equal mixture of 
garden soil, compost, and sand. 
Cover the hole in the pot with a 
piece of broken crockery, then fill 
the pot full and firm down the| 
soi]—this will leave about an inch 
spac? below the rim. 

Drop the seeds carefully on 
top, leaving a spaces 3 to 4 times. 
their diameter between the 
seeds.Do not try to use the whole 
package. Cover with % of an 
inch of fine soil and firm gently. 

Cover the pot with a piece of 
glass or several thicknesses of 
newspaper and set in a warm 
place. Germination is the hardest 
part. The seeds need warmth of 
65-75 degrees, not lower than 40 
at night. Remove the covering as'| 
soon as seedlings appear. 

KEEP SCIL MOIST | 

At all times the surface of the; 
soil should look moist. You can 
water by placing the pot in a pan. 
of water ahout 3 inches deep and 
leaving it there an hour. 

Don’t let the water stand on 
the surface. If you must water 
from the top, use the syringe 
you have for sprinkling clothes. 

A word of warning: your seed-; 
lings may get 1 inch high and sud- 
denly topple over, their roots rot-, 
ted away. This is called ‘“damp-, 
ing off” and can be prevented by. 
treating the. soil with a special; 
chemical known as Damp-Not or 
Anti-Damp. | 

The best insurance is not to 
crowd the seeds or over-water, and 
to keep them in sunshine and 
| fresh air. | 
THIN, TRANSPLANT 

When the seedlings have two or 
three pairs of leaves, thin them to 
2 inches apart, or transplant them 
to small containers. They can be 
lifted out with a pencil point. 

When the plants are about 2 
inches high and bushy, you can al 
them in the ground.

They would be there 
Monday too—but the Canteen is 
closed that day because of lack of 
staffing! 

‘REGULARS’ 

“There is a small but a very val- 
iant group of AWVS women at the 
Menlo Canteen, who greet these 
boys with sincere hospitality. | 
Many of these same women serve 
NIGHT ATFER NIGHT. 

“This is the only canteen any- 
where on the Peninsula. There is 
no canteen in San Francisco and 
there is no other canteen, except 
in San Jose. 

“The canteen in Menlo Park at 
570 Santa Cruz avenue is open six 
nights a week, staffed by members 
of AWVS units in this area.

“Women over 25 years of age, 
and married couples are needed 
seriously.
